The council instructed the at- 
torney, Claude Jones, to draw 
an ordinance clarifying beer 
and wine licenses in the city.

Above Normal Rain 
Help Reduce Water 
Shortage In Glades 


Above normal rainfall during 
the last few weeks has helped 
to alleviate the possibility of a 
critical water shortage develop- 
ing in southern Florida this win- 
ter, according to the U. S. Army 
L. A. Far- 
rer, Chief of the Lake Regula- 
tions Unit, said that. 1.5 inches 
of rain has fallen in the Lake 
Okeechobee area since the first 
of December, about equaling the 
evaporation rate and causing 
the lake to remain near eleva- 
tion 12.9 for the past few weeks» 

“If the rainfall during the 
next five months is normal— 
about 12 inches—forecasts indi- 
cate that the lake will fall to 
about 12.0 feet above mean sea 
level by next May,” Farrer said. 
“However, the recent rains may 
be only a temporary break in 
the normal dry season and the 
next few months could be un- 
usually dry, If the rainfall is 
light, not exceeding four inches 
in the next five months, fore- 
casts indicate the lake may fall 
to about elevation 10.5 feet next 
spring, and critical water short- 
ages may occur,” he added.
